In most cases, commercial truck traffic is prohibited on 27th Street because it is not a designated truck route on 
the City of Hermosa Beach Truck Routes Map. Consequently, trucks over three (3) tons are generally 
prohibited on 27th Street . However, the California Vehicle Code (CVC) Section 35703 provides an exemption 
to trucks making deliveries provided that they take the most direct route to their destination:
